ROME: Italian troops have entered the provinces of Savoy, Nice, Trentino 

Fiume, and the Dalmatian Islands and costal area to settle once 
and for all racial discrimination against Italian minority groups.

Squadron completes its present task. 

GEORGETOWN,' British Guiana (23 September) After a brilliant campaign 

through central America, 
the United States Third Army has proved the validity of the Monroe 
Doctrine by overrunning the last foreign-controlled country in the 
Western Hemisphere; Of course, Mexico, Guatemala, Salvador, Nicarauga, 
Costa Rica, Panama, Colombia, and Venezuela did suffer a few damages 
on the way. . .However, the course of freedom must not be impeded. They 
should be glad to be liberated from cruel national governments to be 
subjected to the fair and honest rule of the United States Military 
Police. On the way down here, General Theodore Roosevelt, balancing 
himself carefully so as to keep on Panama and not fall into one of the 
oceans on either side, had the idea of building a canal across the 
isthmus. Thus 5,000,000 native workers were recruited to dig a hole in 
the isthmus.

VERSAILLES (3 December) — The King of France, Coleman I, today announced

"Putting aside our past differences," he said, "we must turn to face 
the new danger of Germany with courage and devotion, with rationality 
and thought, with loyality and perseverance. Germany can be overcome. 
Germany must be overcome. Germany shall be overcome J I" The fight 
against Germany, he predicted, would be long and difficult, but he also 
said that right' must triumphin the end. 

Concluding, he summed up with the traditional end of French Royal 
statement* "But fear notj loyal Frenchmen! The Royal Government marches 
on, does not flag or fail, does not cry for quarter, cb es not give up 
Frenchmen* s lives in vainl Vive le Roi, vive les francais, VIVE LA 
FRANCE ill"

LONDON: Mr. Burke is quoted as saying: "It is my objective to keep 

the French infection from this country; their principles from 
our minds, and their daggers from our hearts. When they smile, I see 
blood trickling down their faces; I see that the object of all their 
cajoling -is blood J I now warn my countrymen to beware of these phil- 
osophers, whose only object is to destroy everything that is good 
here, and to establish immorality and murder by precedent and example," 

Mr. Burke, the Prime Minister, is widely suspected of being 
hostile- to France, but has said nothing definite on that subject yet. 
However, he will not deny the reports of his speech which is quoted in 
the Parlimentary History, Vol, XXX, p. 1#9. 

BERLIN (1 January 1902): King Stefan III regrets to inform the Russian 

Government that because of their invasion of 
Sweden, they have commited an act of aggression. "We therefore must 
retake Sweden, and set free the poor peasants." King Stefan III 
reported that he and Field-Marshall Rudolf von Janprince would accomp&ny 
the Prussian Foot-Cavalry into Sweden, 

NAPLES (March 12, 1902): Official Communique Italisn scientists announ- 
ced, with deep regret, that they must disagree 
on the new location of the center of the world. After months of ex- 
acting reserch, they have come to the conclusion that their learned 
colleagues in France and Germany have erred. The center of the world 
is Switzerland, not Luxembourg. 



This is a very snail error for such matters, and countries not 
possessing the most advanced Italian equipment could hardly expect 
to come' closer than they did to the center of the world. It is, 
however, agreed here that the greatness of a country is proportional 
to the distance from the center of the earth ( le Switzerland), that 
greatness diminishing as the distance increases. 

ROME: The Grand Norm announced that this war has become for Italy a 

Holy War. Italy shall be friendly only to those countries 
containing a certain minimum percentage of followers of Normanism 
{ The Faith ) and shall endevor to crush all other countries, pre- 
paratory to converting the citizens to The Faith* Please not that 
France, southern Germany, and western Austria-Hungary all contain 
a suffxcient number of Normanists.- Statistics on -Turkey and Russia 
are still being compiled. England, unfortunately, does not contain 
any Normanists at all.
